1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

In claim 1 , at the end of line 8 the word "spring" has been changed to -springs-; 
and in line 1 1 , the words "rods spring" have been changed to -rod springs-. 

In the abstract, line 4 the word "means" has been changed to -mechanism-. 

2. The preliminary amendment filed 6/30/02 has been entered. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to disclose a bicycle frame comprising a spring comprising at least two laterally 
spaced spring elements in the form of elongated rod springs, mounting blocks having 
spaced openings therein to receive ends of the rod spring, the openings in the mounting 
blocks being of adjustable size and the mounting blocks including clamping means for 
adjusting the size of the openings in the mounting blocks to cause the ends of the rod 
spring to become securely clamped in the mounting blocks, the clamping means being 
releasable to permit removal and replacement of the rod springs.
